Within, a shoit time their manglod and torn 
forms were picked up from a railroad light of 
way near Van Wort. 
All because someone 


blundered. 


Some of them were stilled in death; oth- 


ers -were djing. 
Still others icccived hurts 


that forced them to cry out in anguish as pain 
racked bodies tortured brain nerves. Frantic 
fathers and mothers rushing to the scene, 
where a moneter implement of &team and 
steel crushed the carrier of human freight 
like an esg sholl; loin and mangled bod'en; 
the stillness of death, the shrieks of the 
wounded and dying out of the chaos wrought. 
Somebody committed a terrible blunder. 


The driver of the motor vehicle, particu- 


larly careful and cautious, due to the fact that 
a heavy fog obscured a view of the ribbons of 
steel that mark the path of monster trains, 
stopped his vehicle al the approach to the 
crossing, alighted, wallu'd to tho railroad track, 
looked and listened. He saw nothing, heard 
nothing. The motor carrier proceeded. When 
squarely on the track, out of the fog loomed 
the black monster that ^vas a Juggernaut for 
little ones. The driver of the sleain locomo- 
tive asserts he sounded the whistle as his train 
approached the crossing. 
Others say he did 


not. The train crew is held on a charge of 
manslaughter.

should he. continued; if a failure 
it should be abolished. 
However,

The manager in 
A municipal 


corporation holds the same posi- 
tion as a manager or superinten- 
dent In a manufacturing corpora- 


tion. He Is the cog wheel between 
the Board of Directors and the 
operating department*. His duty 
is to see that the plant runs effi- 
ciently and economically to insure 
. the greatest dividend to the stock- 
holders. 


Your dividend is one hundred 


cents worth of service in return 
for each dollar or taxes. That is, 
of course, figuratively sueak'ing, 
the truth is we only get seventeen 
cents out of your dollar for city 
purposes. The other eighty-jtbree 
cents is taken out before -we even 
see it. 
I hope no one has been 


Cutting the whole blame for taxes 
ou previous administrations when 
their share was only seventeen to, 
the hundred. But to get back to 
the manager. He is neither an 
autocrat nor czar. He is simply 
a controlled agent of the Com- 
mission, dismissible at any time, 
and has no" authority to spend 
money unless appropriated for the 
purpose. He orders no 
policy, 


simply makes suggestions to the 
Commission, and executes tlieir 
policies. 


You lok to the commission for 


results and they will take care of 
Mr. Manager. As to myself, there 
are only two things I desire to 
make my life and niy family's 
life happy in'Lima. Besides the 
trust and faith of the Commission- 
ers, I want the citizens to relieve 
their minds of any stories that a 
city manager is a kid-gloved, high- 
browed theorist, full of fads and 
fancies. He is just a human betafe- 
trying to do a job so it will bring 
credit on all 
concerned. 
The 


other desire is that the depart- 
ment heads will not take the Uaa- 
ager as "the new boss." He- uiH 
not be a boss unless there be 
need of it, and then he can be a 
cracker-jaw;. 
He just wants to 


be a • helper and an assistant to 
each one of thera. They are ap- 
pointed to run their department, 
and if they can not, we will get 
someone who can. Theyarewel- 
someone who can. They are wel- 
come to call upon the manager as 
olten as they want, day or night, 
for any real aid or advice he can 
give them, but he does no: want 
them to be high-priced office boys 
running around asking permission 
to buy a pound of nall-s, or to 
scold a careless employe.

ify esrpeditures so that any min- 
ute of the day \ve will know our 
exact balance in any particular 
fund or appropriation. 
Every or- 


der thru centralized 
purchasing 


will be charged up the minute we 
are obligated by the mailing of 
the order; and we will not be 
forced to wait months for the bill 
and then find no funds to meet 
it. 
QUARTERLY WATER RENTAL. 


We are also arranging 
for a 


quarterly payment of water rents. 
dividing the cit,y in three districts 
so 'an equal amount of meters 
\\ill 
be lead 
and 
billed each 


month 
This assures continuous, 


even work for all employees, uni- 
form receipts and a, chanoe to re- 
pair meters as they go bad, in- 
stead of a great rush in the office 
and shop twice a year. We must 
stop laying four inch mains be- 
fore a- serious fire occurs because 
a steamer has pumped the hydrant 
dry. 
Likewise, we must 
place 


valves so that large districts need 
not be Shut off on account of a 
break. 
Also, a real system of 


valve and hydrant inspection acd 
repair must be instituted. 


We must immediately draw up 


a proper building code, a fire pre- 
vention ordinance %vith inspection 
service, also electrical supervi- 
sion. A zoning ordinance is nee-, 
essary to prevent 
stores 
from 


building out ot the sidewalk and 
depreciating values in residential 
neihgborhoods; as well as a dis- 
tricting of commercial establish- 
ments.
